THE BIRDS. 

THE BODY SNATCHERS. 
They’ve one thing in common: 

An uncommon actress named 
Veronica Cartwright. 

Recently Ms. Cartwright graced 
the sci-fi specialty shop in San Fran- 
cisco, “Galactic Starport.” 

The film Alien not unnaturally 
was a major topic of conversation 
during the course of her interview. 
Cartwright said that the entire 
spaceship Nostromo was located on 
a single huge soundstage. The cor- 
ridors depicted in the film actually 
connected the various compart- 
ments of the vessel; this fact not on- 
ly added an air of authenticity but, 
Cartwright added, a “claustropho- 
bic feeling” to the proceedings. 

Perhaps the most horrific scene in 
the movie occurs when the embry- 
onic alien bursts thru the chest of a 
Nostromo crewmember. The actors 
and actresses were forbidden to 
enter the set while preparations 
were being made and Cartwright 
said this added to the tension. When 
finally called to the set, Veronica 
could see film crewmembers in rain- 
gear and equipment in plastic 
covers. Buckets of nameless noi- 
some gutsy-gory substances stood 
close by and 3 cameras were primed 
to catch the actors’ reactions. As 
the scene finally began, Cartwright 
recalled, “This blood- jet hit me 
square in the face and I flew off the 
back of my couch. Afterwards my 
heart was going like crazy.” 

Asked about the growing flood tff 
toys & other spinoff products from 
the picture, Cartwright felt it was 
“oda they should gear such things 
for kids.” 

The 30-year-old actress is person- 
able & articulate and it is clear she 
views both her life & her career with 
good humor. Reminded her roles 
have included a “henpecked” child 
in The Birds, a terrified adult in In- 
vasion of the Body Snatchers and a 
woman chased by a monster in 
Alien, Cartwright replied, “What 
can I say? I’m a wreck!” 

Cartwright revealed Alien to be a 

S hysically taxing picture as well. 

ne scene required her to help carry 
actor John Hurt thru a “desert” in 
spacesuits. The difficulties were 
compounded by the fact that Eng- 
land, the filming location, was in the 
midst of a heat wave. As Cartwright 
put it: “You’re wearing these space- 
suits lined with nylon; you’ve got 
ski boots on, 50 pounds on your 
head & shoulders and you’re carry- 
ing a 160-pound man! You breathe 
so fast you hyperventilate! 


Armed with a simple weapon, Veronica & Yaphet seek out a complex 
creature with flashlight & detector in a breathless moment (one of many) 
in ALIEN. 


The helmet designed did not allow 
for sufficient escape of carbon diox- 
ide, with the result that Veronica 
nearly passed out from her exer- 
tions. While on the subject of Alien, 
Cartwright emphatically denied the 
allegation she never wanted to do 
science fiction again. “That’s not 
what I said! At this point I will not 
do a science fiction film because I 
did two back-to-back. Science fic- 
tion films can be a lot of fun; you 
usually end up the person who is 
running around & screaming be- 
cause obviously the object you are 
running from is what makes it a sci- 
ence fiction film. People say ‘Oh, 
she’s done nothing but science fic- 
tion— she was in The Birds. Twenty 
years later I do a science fiction film 
and automatically that is brought 
up as if I did it yesterday. I have to 
do something that’s diversified so 
they can see me in a different role.” 

Cartwright began her career as a 
child actress, starting first in cereal 
commercials and later graduating 
to feature films. One milestone oc- 
curred when she landed a role in Al- 
fred Hitchcock’s The Birds. Being 
only 12 at the time, Cartwright was | 
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Veronica (ALIEN) Cartwright was only 12 at the time she fled for her life from THE BIRDS. 


unawed by the famous director, but 
recalled how kind he was to her. 

The plot of The Birds concerns a 
strange force or disease that com- 
pells feathered avians to violently 
attack humans. Queried how the 
bird attacks were filmed, Cart- 
wright responded: “Hitch had a lot 
of special effects; there were ham- 
mers with seagull heads to dash at 
doors, specially-wired mechanical 
birds made in Germany and trained 
live birds. Some of them were even 
tied to your shoulders.” 

Indeed, live birds were used in one 
memorable sequence: “We had a lot 
of birds in that scene going down 
the chimney. There were something 
like 15,000 finches in shafts and we 
were in a room that was sort of plas- 
tic-bagged off with an oxygen tank 
on the inside. All the birds were in 
these big huge crates up the chim- 
ney; they just opened up the shafts 


and they all came down.” 

For some scenes, however, it be- 
came difficult to provide the large 
numbers of birds the script demand- 
ed. Recalled Cartwright: “We had a 
lot of birds out there but a lot of 
them were cardboard. Nobody both- 
ers to look at that! You know, it’s 
like if you see the movements of a 
few live birds, you'll assume the rest 
are real. That’s what movies are all 
about. You just take things for 
granted because you allow yourself 
to go with it. It’s imaginary. I think 
that’s the art of movies; it’s the 
magic.” 

Veronica then went on to win an 
Emmy for “Tfell Me Not In Mourn- 
ful Numbers”, a docu-drama based 
upon an actual case history. In the 
story, a girl perceived numbers as 
j oy ful or sad; “ 27 ” , for instance, fell 
into the latter category. She based 
her moods on these numbers and for 


a long time resisted her doctor’s at- 
tempts to break this pattern. 

Like her sister Angela Cartwright 
of Los t in Space fame, Veronica is no 
stranger to television series. She 
was featured in the 1950s’ comedy 
Leave It to Beaver as well as the 
later Daniel Boone. 

Future projects for Veronica in- 
clude a 2-part telefilm entitled The 
mad Messiah. TheCBS-TV produc- 
tion, which also stars James Earl 
Jones & Ned Beatty, chronicles the 
story of Rev. Jim Jones & the J ones- 
town massacre. 

In summing up her attitudes on 
her life & career, Cartwright said 
earlier in the interview: “You have 
to draw from yourself in order to be 
able to act and you have to be open 
in order to be able to do that. I mean, 
I love what I do; I love acting and 
I’m not going to give it up for any- 
thing.”

The article you are about to read could have been 
published in FM more than a year ago. In March of 
1979 we were handed a “Final Synopsis’’ of THE EM- 
PIRE STRIKES BACK and told that it was alright 
with our source if we jumped the gun on all other 
publications and beat everyone into print with the 
poop on EMPIRE-. . . as long as we didn't reveal the 
identity of the person supplying the under-wraps in- 
formation to us. 

Had we done so we probably would have mortally of- 
fended George Lucas. Your Editor's name would have 
been crud with the STAR WARS organization and the 
third film in the series probably would have been 
called THE EMPIRE STRIKES ACK! (Ouch!) 

However, now that you’ve seen the movie (how 
many times?) and read Don Glut’s paperback noveliza- 
tion of it, we’re running the year-old “scoop’ ’ to make a 
point. 

See how many flaws you can find! 


Terri Hardin, the amazing mime who has perhaps 
seen STAR WARS more times than anyone else on 
Earth (can anyone top her record of 178?), says the 
following account is loaded with inaccuracies. Yet it 
was believed to be THE definitive information on the 
film at the time. Which just goes to show that you 
can’t always trust publicity releases, many long years 
ago, without having had the opportunity of seeing it, 
we “previewed" THE CURSE OF THE MUMMY'S 
TOMB or some such title and reported that the Mum- 
my was 15 feet tall and in the climax was destroyed by 
dive-bombing planes. 

He turned out to be a little over 6 feet and there were 
no aerial acrobatics, plane or fancy. 

Readers jumped all over Ye Ed. Was he crazy? Was 
he blind? What was he smoking? (Nothing; he never 
smokes.) “Fire Forry!" 

So here’s a little object lesson for you. 

***** 

With much disagreements & settlements, the war- 
ring factions eventually sign the peace treaty, creating 
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not only a strong alliance but a very valuable source of 
aid in these times of war. With the Empire as powerful 
as it is, the rebels need all the help they can get!

K etchup & spaghetti, a bloodbath 

& aftermath. The Gore Score: Zombies: 
Foul. Humans: Out! 

—At least that’s what it’s all about according 
to film director George A. Romero, creator of the 
creepy cult classic, NIGHT OF THE LIVING 
DEAD. Now, 11 years after its release, the 
38-year old filmaker has given in to the demands 
of his fiendish followers 


called DAWN OF THE DEAD — a picture that 
makes its 1968 predecessor look positively pale 
pink by comparison! 

dead-ication 

Actually George A. Romero’s DAWN OF THE 
DEAD is the 2d entry in a pre-planned trilogy of 
terror tales which chronicle the vanquishing of 
the Human Race by the living-dead zombies who 
have a frightful fetish for flesh — human flesh. 
The first film describes the emergence of the zom- 
bies on Earth and progresses to an ending that 
leaves the creatures still roaming the country- 
side. 

Currently DAWN OF THE DEAD shows us 
how widespread the zombie-plague has become 
and how ineffective are our attempts at destroy- 
ing them. 

The proposed final film in the trilogy, tenta- 
tively entitled LUNCH (but sure to be changed 
before the picture is released), will tell how the 
zombies are overcome. (Romero plans to have the 
beastly beings become domesticated!) 

NIGHT OF THE LIVING DEAD begins in a

house which rapidly becomes surrounded by the 
flesh-crazed ghouls. A black man, Ben, arrives at 
the house and boards up the windows & doors. 
He discovers 5 others hiding in the cellar and an 
escape plan is devised. But the plan fails to work 
and 2 of the people die a fiery death outside in a 
blazing truck. The ghouls decend on the truck 
and gorge themselves on the charred flesh. 
Ultimately the creatures begin breaking into the 
house and all except Ben die at the claws of the 
zombies. The next morning Ben hears the sounds 
of gunshots & barking dogs and realizes help is 
nearby. Cautiously he peers out the window . . . 

birth of the dead 

Originally Romero’s first ghoulish film was to 
be called NIGHT OF THE FLESH EATERS. 
The picture underwent a title change to NIGHT 
OF ANUBIS during production but was finally 
released as NIGHT OF THE LIVING DEAD. 
(“Anubis” is the god who, in Egyptian religion, 
leads the dead to judgment.) Director Romero, an 
admitted horror comix afficianado, had wanted 
to make a feature film for quite a while (the 
Pittsburgh-based company for which he worked, 
Latent Image, specialized in making beer com- 
mercials) and in the 1960s he got his chance. 

Before LI VING DEAD Romero tried to interest 
rospective investors in other celluloid projects 
ut no one seemed able to believe he could actually 
make an independent movie! After 3 Unsuc- 
cessful attempts he gave up, went to a group of 
close friends and discussed his plans to make a 
low-budget horror film. “10 of us got together,” 
Romero claims, “and each of us put in $600. We 
bought a case of film & rented a farmhouse & 
began shooting.” 


low-budget lore 

Romero had read Richard Matheson’s vam- 
piric sci-fi classic I Am Legend and was quite 
impressed by it; so much so that he wrote a 
short story based on some of Matheson’s ideas. 
That story was the genesis of NIGHT OF THE 
LIVING DEAD. He then wrote a screenplay 
and began work on the picture. “In fact,” says 
Romero, “we were still refining the script while 
we were shooting it!” 

Romero & his crew worked weekends only, 
shooting everying on-location in their spare time. 
The actors & actresses were local talent 
gathered from the Pittsburgh area. “They were 
all long-time friends of ours,” the director said. 
(And they worked cheap!). 

LIVING DEAD ultimately cost a grand total 
of $70,000 to make; a very low budget for a 
professionally-released motion picture. 

To date it has grossed over $35 million. 
NIGHT OF THE LIVING DEAD failed to 
click immediately upon its release in 1968. It 
took nearly 5 years to secure its present 
popularity, which was generated mostly by 
word-of-mouth. But when it did begin to make 
its mark George Romero was suddenly besieged 
with offers to direct a sequel. He politely but 
firmly declined those offers. There were other 
projects he wanted to complete first. 

crazy about the dead 

After the first LIVING DEAD began pulling 
in money Romero made several non-genre films 
and returned to the fantastic field in 1973 with a 
seldom-seen product called THE CRAZIES, a 
film Romero describes as a “comic book throw- 
back to LIVING DEAD.” Only in this story it’s 
not the dead we have to worry about; it’s the liv- 
ing who become maniacal murderers after being 
exposed to an experimental “nerve gas” the Ar- 
my is testing. The film is actually straight- 
forward science fiction with only a touch of hor- 
ror. To Mr. Romero’s disappointment THE 
CRAZIES failed to find its market. He feels its 
meek returns (only 9 people showed up at the 
film’s world premiere) were due to the distribu- 
tor’s inability to work up an effective advertis- 
ing campaign. 

After several other unrealized projects 
Romero put together MARTIN (1976), a most 
unusual tale of modern vampirism. “In my 
case,” director Romero explains, “it’s easier to 
market a picture in the [horror] genre because of 
my connection with NIGHT OF THE LIVING 
DEAD.” 

return of the flesh eaters 

And so finally— 11 years & millions of box- 
office dollars later— George Romero has produc- 
ed DAWN OF THE DEAD and given his fans 
exactly what they wanted. 

Well, maybe not exactly. 
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But how do you kill 
a corpse that’s 
already dead? A 
torn neck only 
tickles a ghoul. 


DAWN OF THE DEAD picks up where 
NIGHT left off but has no continuing characters 
(because they were all killed off in the first film) 
except, of course, the zombies themselves. But 
strangely, Romero has chosen to make DAWN 
more of a send-up of the previous film than a real 
honest-go-goodness scarifying sequel. True, there 
are still the scenes of crunching bones & ripping 
flesh drenched in gouts of rich Technicolor 
blood— enough to make even the Surgeon 
General shudder in his seat. But for every disem- 
boweled abdomen there’s a laugh or 2 to help 
wash it down. Whether playing it tongue-in- 
cheek detracts from the film is up to each in- 
dividual viewer. 

“I know it’s kind of hard to take,” admits 
Romero, “but it’s exactly what I wanted. It’s not 
a brooding, nightmare experience, it’s like a 
handshake with the audience.” 

monsters take a mall-ing 

Romero’s new film cost $1.5 million (most of which 


probably went for special effects) and was shot on- 
location in a real shopping mall near Pittsburgh, PA. 
Because the mall was open 7 days a week, 10 am. to 
10 p.m., Romero & his crew could only film from 11 
at night until 7 in the morning. “And we had to clean 
everything up before they opened the mall, of 
course,” Romero adds. “That was a real chore!” 

DAWN OF THE DEAD follows the tracks of 4 
human survivors as they make their way to a shop- 
ing mall where they hole up to live during the zom- 
ie plague. Before long, however, the hungry ghouls 
are at it again, attacking the mall with undaunted fen 
vor. One of the fearless foursome gets bitten by a 
zombie and himself returns as an undead. To make 
matters worse a notorious motorcycle gang ransacks 
the place— but most end up as man sandwiches 
anyway. 

By the end of the film only 2 of the original 4 sur- 
vivors are still alive. 

Will we meet them again? 

Will the ghoulish zombies make mincemeat of the 
remaining pair? 

Perhaps in ECLIPSE OF THE LIVID DEAD?

the brand of Satan is burned in 
her flesh... 

Asa shrieks in agony & frees her- 
self momentarily to face her oppres- 
sors. Hatred burns within her dark 
eyes as he pronounces the sentence: 

“Asa, daughter of the House of 


Vaida: this high court of the Inqui- 
sition of Moldavia has found you 
guilty. I, as second-born of the 
prince of Vaida and as Grand In- 
quisitor, here condemn you and, as 
your brother, renounce you, forever 
severing the ties that bind us. This 
inquisition finds you not only a ser- 
vant of Satan but a High Priestess 
to him! May God accept not only 
your soul, Asa, but that of your serf 
Javuto whom you forced to do your 
bidding. 

“Cover up her face with the mask 
of Satan!

The elder doctor urges the 
coachman to take a forest road. 
Frightened by this suggestion, he 
explains that it runs near a crypt 
where a witch is buried.

send the driver into a drunken 
panic, much to the amusement of 
the 2 doctors. Moments later, a 
wheel slips off the axle of the coach. 

Kruvajan & Gorobec emerge 
from the coach, directly in front of a 
dilapidated chapel. Intrigued by its 
decadent appearance & sounds em- 
anating from within, they decide to 
enter. A massive iron door slams 
shut. Something inside the chapel 
seems to howl incessantly. 

“Perhaps our coachman knew 
what he was talking about,” Kruva- 
jan comments jokingly. 

While the driver makes repairs, 
Kruvajan & Gorobec look over the 
ruinS. They make their way thru 
cobwebs and finally trace the howl- 
ing sounds to a pipe organ. 

The 2 doctors descend a staircase 
which leads to a crypt beneath the 
chapel. Their curiosity has led 
them to a family vault covered with 
decay & dust. A winged griffin 
etched in stone, possibly a family 
crest, embellishes one wall. And 
standing alone beneath an archway 
is a large stone tomb. Projecting 
from its lid is a double-barred cross.

face, which is scarred and riddled 
with holes.

The doctor overhears a conversa- 
tion between the innkeeper 
(CLARA BIND I) & her daughter 
(GERMANA DOMINICI), who is 
scolding her for being afraid to 
fetch some milk from a nearby 
stable. She complains that it is near 
an old haunted cemetery. Kruvajan 
intervenes, reassuring her that 
nothing can possibly harm her. The 
little girl grudgingly agrees. 

She leaves the inn & takes the 
path to the stable. Along the way 
she is frightened by windswept 
bushes & trees. A toad crosses her 
path. She runs and, once reaching 
the stable, slams its door behind 
her. She sighs with relief when she 
sees her mother’s cow— a compan- 
ion to share her loneliness, to help 
diffuse her midnight fears. 

Kruvajan stands outside the inn. 
He stares into the fog & walks over 
to a pond. He throws a stone into 
the water & glances off into the 
night. Asa’s image, lying in her cof- 
fin, is reflected in the water. She 
calls out to Javuto, commanding 
him to rise from the grave. 

As the girl milks her cow, a gust of 
wind rises in the cemetery outside 
the stable. Lightning & thunder ac- 
company the nocturnal storm. The 
earth above J avuto’s grave heaves! 
Steadily the sorcerer’s talon- like 
hands emerge from the cold ground, 
groping for freedom. He lifts him-' 
self shakily out of the grave, still 
wearing the devil’s mask. Stagger- 
ing thru the graveyard, he wrenches 
the spiked mask from his torn & rot- 
ten face. He then disappears into 
the blackness of the night. 

The Vaida castle comes alive on 
this eve of Black Sunday. Behind 
the great fireplace, the door of a 
secret passage opens & closes with 
the wind. Strong drafts blow thru 
the corridors of the castle, knocking 
over furniture & suits of armor. An 
evil force, invisible & invincible, 
seems to stalk the halls. 

The elderly Prince Vaida, terrified 
by the uproar, sits up in bed. 

The doorhandle in his bedroom 
slowly turns. 

As he watches in alarm, the door 
opens onto the black hallway. 

Out of the darkness the figure of 
the long-dead J avuto appears in the 
doorway! The Prince panics at the 
vampire’s advance. He seizes the 
crucifix on his nightstand, forcing 
Javuto to flee from its holy image. 

Chapt. 5 

Thru The Forest Of Fear 

Constantine & Katia rush to their 
father’s bedroom only to discover . 
him muttering & moaning, holding ! 
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the cross. He appears to be in a 
state of paralysis, 'unable to speak. 
Katia reminds her brother of the 
doctors at the inn. Constantine 
orders Boris, the castle messenger, 
to ride into the village for their aid. 

Observed by the innkeeper's 
daughter, the Vaida coach, pro- 
pelled by a ghostly presence, clat- 
ters off into the night. The little girl 
watches its trail, which posesses an 
unearthly speed of its own. Like a 
phantom the carriage drifts slowly 
along the moor, riding the wisps of 
fog as if on an unholy mission. Kru- 
vajan, still outside the inn, pauses 
for fresh air. A deep, resonant voice 
calls out his name. Startled, he 
turns around to see the figure of a 
man in a billowing black cape. It is 
not Boris, the Vaida messenger 
standing before him, but Javuto, 
who earlier disposed of the servant. 
He bids Kruvajan to accompany 
him back to the castle to treat the 
stricken Prince. Kruvajan nervous- 
ly agrees & steps warily into the 
carriage. 

With the fury of hell itself, Javuto 
savagely whips the horses along at 
a frenzied speed. They swiftly ar- 


rive at the Vaida castle after a jar 
ring ride thru the spectral forests. 

The vampire leads Kruvajan 
along the battlements of the castle 
They step.inside and Javuto guides 
the doctor thru a maze of corridors. 
There is ominous silence as they 
walk along, aided only by a lantern 
Javuto carries. Kruvajan stops for 
a few seconds, then calls to the 
driver, who vanishes without a 
trace. Beside the doctor a massive 
stone door opens by itself, revealing 
a secret passageway. 

Kruvajan steps inside & walks 
down a long staircase. He looks for- 
ward in horror at his discovery: he 
has been trapped in the Vaida 
crypt! The passage door slams 
shut! In claustrophobic frenzy he 
beats on the door to no avail. As he 
turns around crying for help, he 
glances into the main chamber of 
the crypt. Before him is Asa's stone 
tomb! He looks inside the window 
in its lid. His blood freezes at the 
sight: 

Asa's eyes bulge wide! 

Her tomb rumbles & shakes with 
supernatural force! 

The tomb bursts apart! Frag- 


ments of stone scatter before Kru- 
vajan 's disbelieving eyes! 

Chapt. 6 
Life Eternal 

Asa, lying on the ruined tomb, 
turns her disfigured face and smiles 
at the doctor, victoriously gazing 
into his eyes. Like talons her nails 
scrape the remnants of her tomb. 

“At last you're here! " Asa hisses. 

I've been waiting for you. I need 
you again. Just a few drops of blood 
coarsing thru my body brought me 
back to life. All of it will give me the 
strength to accomplish my ven- 
geance.

Lanyon was horrified by a face of 
such ugliness, brimming with such 
hatred, that he could only stand & 
stare in shock as his visitor filled the 
hypodermic with the potent chemi- 
cal and injected himself after snarl- 
ing, “And now, look! Look & learn! ” 

Once more the transformation of 
Edward Blake to Charles Marlowe 
took place but this time with a wit- 
ness viewing the process ... a wit- 
ness who suddenly gasped in pain, 
clutched his chest and fell to the 
floor of his livingroom. 

It took only a moment for Dr. 
Marlowe to ascertain that his old 
friend was dead, killed by the shock 
of what he had witnessed. Then he 
gathered the various items he need- 
ed and hurried off into the night. 

After arriving home, Marlowe 
rushed to his desk and proceeded to 
make an entry in his notebook: No 
one suspects.

I, MONSTER was a version of 
Robert Louis Stevenson’s durable 
classic DR. JEKYLL & MR. 
HYDE. 

Thruout the years, Stevenson’s 
story of the doctor with the split- 
personality has served as the basis 
for countless motion pictures (with 
such actors as John Barrymore, 
Fredric March & Spencer Tracy por- 
traying the good doctor), and 2 TV 
specials, one a musical version with 
Kirk Douglas, the other a straight 
dramatic adaptation featuring J ack 


Palance. 

With I, MONSTER, Christopher 
Lee joind the impressive lineup in a 
performance that many have con- 
sidered to be one of his best. 

I, MONSTER was intended to be 
a “definitive” version of the familiar 
tale. For this reason, when co-pro- 
ducer Milton Subotsky wrote the 
screenplay, he stuck as close as pos- 
sible to the original story. Those 
familiar with the March or Tracy 
versions of JEKYLL & HYDE will 
have noted immediately that there 
was no fiancee for the strait-laced 
Jekyll or a terrified Ivy for Hyde to 
torment and eventually kill. Obvi- 
ously, Subotsky felt that these ele- 
ments were unnecessary for the ver- 
sion made by Amicus. 

Some minor changes were made 
but the most glaring was the change 
in the name of the 2 central charac- 
ters. For reasons unknown, Jekyll 
became Dr. Charles Marlowe (an 
equally respectable physician) 
while the uninhibited, evil Edward 
Hyde acquired the name of Edward 
Blake. Otherwise, the names of the 
other characters, such as Utterson 
& Lanyon, remained the same. Only 
the name of Jekyll was changed to 
protect his Hyde.

DRACULA! 

The legendary Count Dracula is biting more than victims, these days. After 
the pasting he took in LOVE AT FIRST BITE, and the drubbing he's about to re- 
ceive in MAMMA DRACULA, the misused vampire has come to the Philadel- 
phia stage in yet another reworking of the legend. This time, the effort is DRAC 
ULA BABY, a musical written in 1969. Though the lyricist is John Jakes, who 
has ample credentials in the fantasy field (his sf novels include ON WHEELS and 
he created the heroic fantasy series BRAK), the author of the best-selling Kent 
Family paperbacks is said to have missed his mark here with this fang-in-cheek 
presentation. 


STAY AWAY... 

. . . from MOTEL HELL which, believe it or not, is a hot new horror property 
going into production for United Artists. The devil you say? Starring in this oc- 
cult thriller is Nina Axelrod, Rory Calhoun, and Nancy Parsons, performing 
under the experienced hand of Kevin Connor. Connor, as FM readers will recall, 
has already directed such fantasy hits as the ER Burroughs tale THE LAND 
THAT TIME FORGOT. The screenplay for MOTEL HELL is by S.C. Jaffe and 
Robert Jaffe, brothers who are also serving as producers for the film. The hor- 
ror film went before the cameras late in April. 


LORD OF THE 
RIP-OFFS 

Remember the shock audiences had when they went to see LORD OF THE

As for the good old homegrown material, while Japan is giving us incrediile 
sf and monsters galore, NTA of Hollywood is readying FUTURE FLIPPER ... the 
story of a dolphin in the 21st century . . . 


CANNON SHOOTS! 

Not cannonballs, of course, but a flock of new horror and science fiction films 
Cannon Group is a Hollywood-based film company which has the following films 
in the works: the comedy DR. HECKYL AND MR. HYPE, DRACULA'S LAST 
RITES, THE GODSEND, all of them for release this summer; and being prepared 
for 1981 showings are NIGHT OF THE CAT and SPACE VAMPIRES. More on 
these films in upcoming issues. 


FROM THE 
FRIGHT FILE... 

"About to go into production is the $6,000,000 animated film GANDAHAR VS. 
THE METAL WARRIORS. A French Canadian coproduction, the films is based on 
a popular French comic book. A late 1981 release is anticipated.

The classic UFO thriller will be re-released two months from now, 
with twenty -minutes of all new footage showing the interior of the mother ship.

"English actor Michael Crawford has been signed to play CONDORMAN, a su- 
perhero flick which began rolling April 9 and will be released early in 1981. 
"The next Disney cartoon, THE BLACK CAULDRON, is not scheduled to be re- 
leased until 1983 at the earliest. This horror-fantasy will begin production once 
THE FOX AND THE HOUND is completed.

Dan O’Bannon, one of the writers who gave us ALIEN and DEAD AND 
BURIED, has many "things" en route from his prolific pen. The first of these is 
the Capitol Pictures production of THE ULTIMATE WARRIOR, a film which 
O'Bannon wrote based on a short story by noted sf writer Philip K. Dick. Then, 
O'Bannon makes his directorial debut on as yet unnamed picture from his own 
original screenplay, co-authored with Dan Jakoby. MGM will be footing the bill 
for this second picture, with Ibrahim Moussa producing. O'Bannon also co-star- 
red in the 1974 underground sf classic DARK STAR, where his imagination was 
not stretched half as much as his biceps when an alien beachball chased him in- 
to an elevator shaft where he dangled recklessly for several minutes. 
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Ever wonder what those formiable looking security guards and evil Dracon- 
ians do when BUCK ROGERS is not shooting? Well, wonder no more! They're 
ordinary folk, like you and I, who like to sit and take it easy when things are 
quiet. The fellow above, garbed ominously in a black vest and silver shirt, plays 
a nasty in an upcoming episode-but when he wasn't needed, he stepped out 
side the soundstage, sat down, and took in the sun. Inside, Buck (Gil Gerard) 
was still shooting. What, do you suppose, was he thinking about? His lines? His 
next job? The beautiful extra standing not very far away? Perhaps (like the 
smile on the Mona Lisa) it's one of life's endearing mysteries best left unknown. 
(By the way, the red light next to the performer flashes when shooting is in pro 
gress, so that prop trucks, actors' vans, etc., know to come to a halt before 
reaching the soundstage.)

TREK TALK 

With STAR TREK: THE MOTION PICTURE having performed extremely well 
at the box office, Paramount Pictures has asked producer Gene RoddenberTy to 
prepare STAR TREK II for the big theatre screen. Roddenberry, who was re- 
cently honored a Life Career Award by the 3,000 member Academy of Science 
Fiction, Fantasy, and Honor Rims, will spend the next year on the script with an 
as-yet unnamed writer. The picture is expected to go before the cameras in 
April of 1981, with release tentatively scheduled for December, 1982. As of this 
writing, ail of the supporting cast members have agreed to do the film, with Wil 
liam Shatner and Leonard Nimoy apparently undecided. Speculation is that they 
will appear in cameo roles, as the thrust of the plot will involve the other mem 
bers of the Enterprise crew. 

FOSTER’S CLASH 

As will surprise absolutely no one, author Alan Dean Foster has been signed 
by Warner Books to write the novelization of the Ray Harryhausen mythological 
epic CLASH OF THE TITANS. Foster's novel, based on the screenplay by Bev- 
erly Cross, will follow the adventures of the youthful hero Perseus as he seeks 
to slay the snake-haired Gorgon Medusa. The novel will be published in the 
spring of 1981, several months prior to the release of the film. Foster is best 
known for his top-selling novelizations of the films ALIEN and THE BLACK 
HOLE, and for having come up with the plot for STAR TREK: THE MOTION PIC 
TURE. 


MAMMA DRACULA] 

Not surprisingly, the success of last year's LOVE AT FIRST BITE has spawned 
another vampire comedy, a reworking of the legend of Elizabeth Bathory enti I 
tied MAMMA DRACULA. Louise Retcher (of THE HERETIC: EXORCIST IDstars 
as the titular vampiress, a woman who can stay young as long as she bathes in 
the blood of virgins.

Boris Szulzinger 
is the director of the film which is being shot on exotic locations in Belgium and 
Bavaria. Shooting began the first week in March and is expected to last for sev 
eral months. | 


ZORAN OF MARS 

Special effects wizard Zoran Perisic, who has promised that his flying effects 
for SUPERMAN II wifl far surpass those of the fast Man of Stell film, has begun 
preproduction work on STOWAWAY TO MARS, a science fiction film written 
by British author Tudor Gates. Although Perisic has been based in London for 
the past few years, STOWAWAY will be filmed in Los Angeles, where he is re 
locating. Perisic promises other science fiction films in the near future, though 
no details are as yet available. 


TIMELAPSE, USA 

A popular sf series from Australia is in the process of being negotiated for pre- 
sentation in the U.S. Entitled TIMELAPSE, the dozen, one-hour long episodes 
tell the tale of a scientist who is frozen in our day and thawed in the year 1991. 
In this future time, the man from the past, Douglas Hardy, pits hmself against an 
evil political leader of New South Wales. Like DR. WHO, it is expected that 
TIMELAPSE wjll be aired on local stations rather than on network TV. The ad- 
ventures were written by Colin Free, with an assist by John May and Robert 
Caswell. Robert Coleby and John Meillon are the stars. 

THE LAST UNICORN 

Producers Arthur Rankin Jr. and Jules Bass have announced an all-star line- 
up of talent to provide the voices for their animated film version of the Peter S. 
Beagle novel THE LAST UNICORN. Reading the dialogue from Beagle's own 
screen adaptation will be Alan Arkin as Schmendrick, Mia Farrow as the Uni- 
com, Jeff Bridges as Prince Lk, Tammy Grimes as Molly Grue, Robert Klein as 
the Butterfly, Angela Lansbury as Mommy Fortuna, Keenan Wynn as Capt. Cul- 
ly, and horror star Christopher Lee as King Haggard. The picture will be made in 
Hollywood for TV presentation.
